WARSAW, Oct. 5 — Steel- 
helmeted mobile guards broke 
up a crowd of several thousand 
persons in the heart of down- 
town Warsaw tonight. It was 
the third straight night of dem- 
onstrations that started over 
the closing of the weekly news- 
paper Po Prostu. 


Tear gas, smoke and noise 
bombs were fired by the police. 
Bottles, bricks and stones were 
hurled back. Tonight's clash 
was by far the worst of the 
three nights of disturbances 
and came after a day of uneasy 
quiet. Communist leaders had 
refused to withdraw from the 
new harsh press policy to which 
Po Prostu, a symbol of the 
freedom won in Poland last 
October, fell victim. 


Marszalkowska street, a broad 
boulevard running into Consti- 
tution square, was the scene of 
the clash. For ‘hours, while 
crowds milled through the 
downtown streets, the guards 
had been withheld from the 
area. A comparatively small 
number of policemen had tried 
to let the crowds alone, though 
every now and then bottles and 
stones were thrown at them. 

Change of Tactics. 


In a change of tactics, the 
police handled some minor dis- 
turbances with a maximum of 
persuasion and a minimum of 
the force used to break up stu- 
dent rallies on Thursday and 
Friday nights. 

But the situation steadily 
worsened. The crowds on Mars- 
salkowska street grew bigger 
and their mood uglier. The call 
went in for the mobile guard 
and riot squad and they came 
into the area in trucks, perhaps 
1000 strong. ) 


It was the biggest force yet 


used. Wielding truncheons, the 


police charged any crowd that 
refused to disperse. In a short 
while the crowds had been 
ehased into side streets and the 
police barred them from the 
main area. .

It is only a 
short distance from the office 
of Francis J. Curry, kingpin of 
gambling operations in north 
Illinois counties. 

Gambling is conducted on 
a big, but quiet scale, the 
Post-Dispatch was told. Open- 
ing of the downtown estab- 
lishment marked the first at- 
tempt to start gambling on a 
sizable basis here since it was 
closed down in 1951 following 
hearings by the Kefauver com- 
mittee and an intensive anti- 
crime campaign by the late po- 
lice chief, Ernest E. Overbey. 

Closed Down Temporarily. 

M Zelko’s first move was 
to to get pictures which 
would show the gambling oper- 
ations. She sent a Spectator 
photographer to the scene, but 
he reported back without suc- 
cess. In a few days, she had 
him try again. 

By this time, the gamblers 
had become aware of the Spec- 
tator’s interest in their activity, 
and closed down temporarily. 
In Miss Zelko’s desk at the 
newspaper office was found a 
typed note with her instructions 
to the photographer. Also on 
the note were telephone num- 
bers, which authorities are in- 
vestigating. 

The operator of the gambling 
casino is Julius Shlensky, who 

is an associate and friend of 
Curry, a reputed millionaire 
who formerly conducted exten- 
sive handbook and slot machine 
operations. ;

Karsten (Dem.), St. Louis, is 
a member of the advisory Unit- 
ed States Territorial Expansion 
Memorial Commission, which 
on Friday voted to approve re- 
vised plans for the project. The 
revision, prepared by architect 
Eero Saarinen and the National 
Park Service, would locate rail- 
road tracks in three tunnels 
and an open cut instead of a 
longer, 3000-foot tunnel, which 
had been opposed by the rail- 
roads. 

Karsten pointed out that in 
1954 Congress authorized fed- 
eral contributions up to a 
maximum of $5,000,000 toward 
construction of the riverfront 
mémorial. Of this amount, only 
$2,640,000 has been appropri- 
ated. \ . 

“As a result,” he said, “nearly 
$2,400,000 remains from the 

original authorization. We must 

appropriate it before we can 

seek additional funds to 

further with the project.”

He believes it to be a three- 
stage assembjy. H. H. Koelle, 
chief of preitiminary design at 
A.B.M.A, includes this estimate 
in a paper he had prepared for 
delivery next week at Barce- 
lona, Spain.

Hoffa Facing a Trying 2 Months 
With Courts, Senators, AFL-CIO

MIAMI BEACH, Fia., Oct. 5 
~—James R. Hoffa, the Team- 
sters president, faces a very try- 
ing two-month period in which 
the services of the paid but 
fiercely partisan clague which 
this week roared its approval 
of his every indiscretion will be 
of little value. 

On Oct. 15, Hoffa is sched- 
uled to go on trial in New 
York on an indictment charg- 
ing him with illegally tapping 
the telephone wires of associ- 
ates at hig Detroit union head- 
quarters. The same day he 
must enter a plea to an indict- 
ment alleging that he lied to 
the grand jury which Indicted 
him on a charge of wiretapping. 


Oct, 24 he is slated to go be- 
fore the hostile AFL-CIO Ex- 
ecutive Council to offer evi- 
dence that the Teamsters Un- 
ion is complying with a direc- 
tive to cleanse itself of corrupt 
domination, and on Dec. 3, 
he fails to appease the wrathful 
AFL-CIO Executive Council, he 
must lead a battle in the fed- 
eration’s national convention to 
prevent his 1,400,000 - member 
union from being cast out of 
the AFL-CIO, 


Also, the Senators. 
At some point among these 


other pressing assignments he his 


is going to have to go before 
the Senate Rackets Investigating 
Committee and defend himself, 
if he will, against a mass of 
new charges that he has been 
dipping into the union treasury 
for substantial sums for the 
benefit of convicts and their 
wives, personal fripperies such 
as improvements on a summer 
home and a hunting lodge, and 
the use of $500,000 of union de- 
posits to back a Florida real 
estate dealin which union mem- 
bers were, some complained, 
rooked through misrepresenta- 
tion. 

The lawyers can take care of 
the court cases, and Hoffa can 
handle the Senate committee, as 
he already has demonstrated, 
through the medium of a failing 
memory, but the AFL-CIO Ex- 
ecutive Council will be a handle

Hoffa, while certainly the 
most controversial of labor 
leaders, ig also one of the most 
engaging.

Bounce and Zest. 

He has given his union in 
many quarters a bounce and 
zest which has shocked some 
of the old liners. By and large, 
his record in the field of or- 
ganizing, improving working 
conditions and wages in his 
vast and expanding empire is 
among the more commendable 
performances in the record of 
the trade union movement. 

This 170-pound combustion 
chamber has been fighting his 
way to the top of the teamsters 
union for 25 years. He has 
made a practice of never for- 
getting a friend so long as the 
friend was useful and never for- 
getting his enemies under any 
circumstances. 

He wears -austerity well 
where his own income is con- 
cerned but, quite properly, ,can 
adapt to the lavish sur- 
roundings of his high position 
without too much strain. 

He always wears white socks, 
regardiess of their clash with 
costume, not because he 
doesn’t know any better but 
because he has a notion that 
colored socks make his feet 
sore. He has a five-foot. five 
and ome-half inches, stocky 
frame that clearly is the de- 
spair of the tailoring industry. 

He neither smokes nor drinks. 

His critics are inclined to | 
harp on his apparént abandon- 
ment of major virtues which 
others, who smoke and use 
alcohol, still preserve, such as 
not becoming involyed with 
racketeers like John (Johnny 
Dio) Dioguardi and not putting 
money that doesn’t belong to

The situation is ironic. For 20 years 
Republicans castigated Presidents Roose- 
velt and Truman, both strong executives, 
for centralizing Government and en- 
hancing federal power at the expense of 
the states. 

In Gen. Eisenhower they found a 
presidential candidate who believed in 
the theory of a weak executive and the 
pre-eminence of states’ rights in every 
possible instance. 

Yet it was Mr. Eisenhower, not Roose- 
velt or Truman, whe used the ultimate 
federal power against a “sovereign” 
state. Although the Chief Executive did 
not relish the challenge or the impera- 
tive response, an@ has said so in many 
different ways, the fact of his action 
will have an incalculable effect on 
Federal-State relations. 

Republican Gov. Theodore R. McKeldin 
of Maryland, who has upheld the Pres-: 
ident and who was one of the four South- 
ern Governers who conferred with Mr. 
Eisenhower on the Little Rock disaster, 
said Thursday that what has happened in 
Arkansas “has done more damage to state 
sovereignty and state responsibility than 
anything that has occurred in this gen- | 
eration.” 

At his news conference the same day 
Mr. Eisenhower went out of his way to 
discuss, in cenniection with a question on 
the budget, the difference between Fed- 
eral and State sponsorship of such things 
as power projects and the importance of 
local responsibility. 


Also at his news conference, Mr. Eisen- j 


hower told reporters the joint Federal- 
State action committee meeting in Chi- 
cago was “making 
progress; they are quite hopeful.” This 
is the committee that was authorized at 
the June Governors’ conference. It is 
made up of State Governors, Federal 
Cabinet officers and other high federal 
officials. The job of the committee is to 
study the return of certain activities to 
the states, particularly in the field of 
taxation.

A CONGRESSIONAL inquiry into 
Federal-State relations also is in progress, 
although it has received little public at- 
tention. A House Intergovernmental Re- 
lations subcommittee headed by Repre- 
sentative L. H. Fountain (Dem.), North 
Carolina, has held hearings in Boston and 
New York and will visit several other 
cities between now and Dec. 10. Foun- 
tain has invited all Governors to submit 
their views; he may receive testimony 
from Gov. Orval E. Faubus of Arkansas. 

Fountain, in an effort to keep the hear- 
ings within bounds, has sent prospective 
witnesses questions for use in preparifig 
testimony. One question is whether the 
states are satisfied with the federal 
grants-in-aid program and what would 
happen if the grants were withdrawn. 

A wide range of answers can be ex- 
pected to this, a key subject in any dis- 
cussion of Federal-State relationships. 
Gov. Averell Harriman of New York, a 
Democrat, he said federal money does 
not undermine State responsibility but is 
a pump-priming process. On the other 
hand, Senator Harry F. Byrd (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, has said the program does under- 
mine State authority because “power al- 
ways follows the purse.” 

If Byrd’s phrase ts accurate the states, 
or at least some of them, are in a bad 
way with respect te Federal-State au- 
thority. This is particularly true of Ar- 
kansas, which is one of the poorest 
states in the union. It ranks next to 
last (Mississippi) in per-capita income. 
Gov. Faubus’s expressions of pride in 
the sovereignty of Arkansas look a bit 
ridiculous when measured against sta- 
tistics that show the extent to which 
Arkansas absorbs federal money.

The most 
obvious characteristic of this style may 
be roughly approximated by anybody 
with a fairly large vocabulary, plenty of 
paper and a willingness to let himself 
go. Not many of his imitators will be 
successful, however, because not many 
are so easily intoxicated by raw experi- 
‘ence as Mr. Kerouac. Even fewer will 
have the same instinctive urge to free 
afticulation or the feeling for wild 
metaphors. They will try it, though, I 
am sure; and the results will be dreadful. 
In form “On the Road” is the diary 
of a restless wanderer and what he 
‘encounters (or “digs”) in the highways, 
detours, public places and back alleys 
of this broad, radiant and throbbing 
America. The narrator is one Sal Para- 
dise, otherwise known as Jack Kerouac, 
but the real protagonist is a reform 
school alumnus, named Dean Moriarty 
whose natural state of euphoria is rein- 
forced from time to time by generous

WHAT THEY SEE is familiar, or 
can easily be imagined by anyone who 
has traveled much by car. It is the rough 
stuff of most seamy-side American fic- 
tion; a montage of juke boxes, neon 
lights, darkened barrooms, dance halls, 
gas stations, rest rooms, pin-ball ma- 
chines, one-armed bandits and the other 
innumerable stigmata of the American 
scene.

HENRY MORTON STANLEY

thing in African exploration and its day- 
after-day hazards, torments, and terrors 
of river and jungle, tropical heat and 
disease, and fanatically hostile natives. 
His second African journey kept him 
and his command arduously and danger- 
ously committed for 999 days (from 
October, 1874, to August, 1877) in an 
unremitting drive to trace the course 
of the mighty Congo, the world’s second 
longest river. 


This was accomplished at severe .cost. 
But to the achievements of Livingstone, 
Burton, Grant, Baker and Schweinfurth, 
Stanley added so much that his Congo 
expedition remains unique in the African 
saga. Victoria Nyanza and Lake Tangan- 
yika—and other lakes, discovered by 
Stanley—were accurately surveyed and 
their outlines, exact locations, and con- 
nections precisely plotted. 


IN THE CRYPT of St. Paul's in 
London the epitaph near Sir Christopher 
Wren’s tomb reads, “Si monumentum 
requiris, circumspice”—“If you demand 
a monument, look around you.” Such 
might be the tribute to Stanley on a 
map of Africa. He “marked a streak of 
*known territory’ across 25 degrees of 
longitude” on that map. The political 
and commercial implications of his 
explorations stirred the world; the end 
of this expedition marked the beginning 
of the history of modern Central Africa, 
in the political and cultural development 
of which Stanley was to play an impor- 
tant part. 

Prematurely aged by what’can rather 
accurately be called “frantic activities,” 
and very ill of gastritis and malaria, 
Stanley was married on July 12, 1890, 
in Westminster Abbey to Dorothy Ten- 
nant, with whom he was to find rest 
and, far more important, “love and real 
happiness for the first time in his life.” 
His achievements (I could not refer to 
al) had made him a kind of Carlylean 
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(at Oxford's doctoral ceremony, he was 
disconcerted by an undergraduate who 
called out, “Dr. Stanley,. I presume?”) 
Mr. Farwell deserves praise for his 
handling of materials that would seem 
really fabulous if history had hot for- 
mally proven them fabulously real.

DAVID WALKER has 
done it again.

Now he has 
delved further into the fabled 
fastnesses of the kilt-wearing 
Highlands for more treasure 
trove of the imagination.

Thus it early appears in the 
story that when you have a 
Demon like Sandy's, a green- 
house with lots and lots of 
beautiful panes of glass is 
just. more of a temptation 
than can be resisted, espe- 
cially when you have a fine 
catapult in one sporran pocket 
and a nice pocketful of round 
pebbles in the other. 

But just imagine the trou- 
ble that Sandy will be in 
when he finds out that the 
once hallowed greenhouse be- 
longs to that Holy Terror of 
the village, Miss Abigail 
Spens, and that Miss Ab is 
the aunt of the Regiment's 
Colonel, and that, worst of 
all, it was the Colonel him- 
self—Wee Beaky as he was

McNULTY’S OLD FRIEND James Thurber has 
written an informative and moving article for the beginning 
of this collection—a piece which he calls an “appreciation” 
because, as he recently said somewhat waspishly, “McNulty 
needs no introduction.” Referring to the New York Times 
obituary which described McNulty as “a small, jaunty man, 
best described as Irish of face and manner,” Thurber writes: 
“He was small, I guess, measured by physical height and 
weight, but I have a tendency to look up when I think of 
him, for to me he was nine feet tall... . The dictionary has 
no exact words for the face and voice of the man, or for the 
shape and color of the moods he put on every morning with 
his clothes.” 

John McNulty had been a practicing newspaper man for 
almost 20 years (sometimes peripatetic and sometimes hard- 
drinking) before he wrote the first of his famous casual stories 
for the New Yorker, and his career, which ended much too 
soon, is proof that the grind of newspaper work does not 
necessarily ruin writers. McNulty, before taking up with the 
magazines, was a good reporter and one of the fastest and best 
rewrite men who ever lived. Even better, he was simply 
McNulty, which at its best was a fine and charming thing to be. 


MANY OF THE SHORT pieces in this book may be 
dismissed as “slight.” No matter. They are gems of their sort. 
And the longer pieces—the trip to Ireland, the study of the 
pepper sauce factory in Louisiana, and the journey to the 
horse country cf Kentucky—are reporting at its best.

LIPCHITZ LOOKED puzzied. 
“You know my English is not very good, 
so speak to me like a child,” he said. 
The question was repeated slowly. “Oh! 
When I pierce the mass. AHHH! I 
think I was the first to do this. In 1916. 
My idea was to connect the back with the

front, to force the spectator to go around 
and see this space.” 

It was in 1916 that Lipchitz, early in a 
period of rather rigidly disciplined cubist 
works, pierced some of his stone figures 
with small openings. Later, he changed 
to hronze, introducing larger openings, 
grids and ribbons of metal. He now pre- 
fers bronze to stone. One of the students 
wondered whether, when working in 
stone, Lipchitz had engaged outside help 
for the rough cutting, and whether he 
thought the sculptor lost anything spir- 
itually “when someone else works on 
your sculpture.” 

“I had stonecutters bring works near 
to the ehd, and then I finished,” said 
Lipehitz. “Now I can’t support that idea. 
It’s maybe bad. I don’t know. That is 
not the reason I stopped cutting. It takes 
too much time. What you work in is not 
so important, It’s inside of you, not out- 
side. I have seen granite that looked 
like it was carved out of papier mache 
because the man who did it was weak— 
not physically weak, but as an artist. I 
have seen work in clay that was strong.” 

“Do you feel an influence of the Far 
East in your linear qualities?” 


‘*‘!] AM INFLUENCED by every- 
one who lived before me. I learned from 
all of them.” 


“Do you think that the rush for new 
materials in sculpture has caused loss of 
expression?” 

“My philosophy is to leave to every- 
one to express whatever his imagination 
lets him, but that does not take away his 
need to discern. I don’t believe in experi- 
mentation in art. Art is final. It’s ex- 
pression, We're not scientists. It is a 
very complicated thing, Things are in 
cycles.” Lipchitz described broad circles 
in the air with his arm, “We are drown- 
ing. We are going to a dead end. Then 
we do something new.” 


“Has architecture guided the sculptor 
to experiment with new materials?” 

“So often we don't have architecture— 
we have housing. Architecture is a sum- 
mary of all the plastic arts, but if you 
take away some parts of it, it is not any 
more the queen of the arts. I consider 
sculpture a very essential part of archi- 
tecture, very much like eyes in a face. 
Through the eyes you can see a person; 
through seulpture you can see what is in 
a building. It beautifies and makes alive 
the building. It’s decoration, it's art, 
it’s life, it's information. You have to 
integrate sculpture in a building. . The 
sculptor and architect should start from 
the beginning. Sculpture is not some- 
thing glued on.” 

“How did you make an income when 
you first came to the United States?” 
‘*‘FIRST OF ALL, to be a sculp- 
tor, you have to be very courageous. I 
came here, after being very well off in 
France, with $20 in my pocket, I couldn't 
even say ‘yes’ or ‘no’ in English. I came 
here exhausted after my flight from 
Hitler, Your university sent me a tele- 
gram proposing me to teach. And I said 
no. I came here to make sculpture. 

“Of course, I was very naive, but I 
bless my ignorance, I never thought 
about how to make a living. I know I 
have to make sculpture, and I know our 
Lord has to provide for me. I had a fire, 
and everything in my studio burned— 
cleaned out. In a week I was back at 
work. You have to take advantage of 
everything that happens to you, good or 
bad. I never knew a day without work, 
but I have known days without bread.” 

Lipchitz was born in Lithuania in 1891, 
and worked in Paris for 38 years before 
coming to America. Several of his works 
are in private collections in this com- 
munity, and hig large gilt bronze, “The 
Bather,” stands in Sculpture Hall of the 
City Art Museum.

St. Louis, the King and the City

IF LOUIS DE POISSY, better 
known as Louis IX of France, were one 
of those miracle-working saints ever 
ready to do the work of others for them, 
the high arch on the riverfront of the 
Missouri metropolis named for him prob- 
ably would have been built long 4go. 
Louis was a great builder. He was a 
great embellisher of cities, and a great 
one for arches—especially the pointed 
arches which were a feature of the 
modern architecture of the thirteenth 
century. 

He built the towers and side-chapels 
ef Notre Dame de Paris; he rebuilt 
Chartres from the ruins of the fire of 
1194; he pushed work on Reims, Bourges, 
Amiens, Bouvais and Rouen, and on the 
incomparable Sainte Chapelle, the gem 
of this far-flung garland of stone. So 
the slow architectural progress of the 
city of St. Louis would puzzle him. He 
might wonder why the city should erect 
an equestrian statue in his honor in 
front of the Art Museum to symbolize 
this city’s “forward spirit,” while press- 
ing none too hard for the magnificent 
design drawn for the riverfront. 

Louis was perhaps the last knight 
“sans peur et sans reproche,” an able 
soldier but not the equestrian statue 
type. On crusade, he was in the saddle 
as long as there was an ounce of strength 
in him, but at home he was about other 
work. He built not only cathedrals, but 
hospitals — general hospitals in Paris, 
Compiegne, Pontoise and Versailles, and

If from time to time 
he admonished and exhorted those about 
him, he had good cause and it was taken 
in good fashion, For this we have the 
word of his biographer and companion 
in arms, John de Joinville, Seneschal of 
Champagne. 

Steven Runciman, the historian of the 
Crusades, agrees that the King’s “char- 
acter never lacked strength. He felt that 
he was responsible before God for the 
welfare of his people; and no prelate, not 
even the Pope himself, was allowed to 
come between him and this duty.” He 
respected the feudal rights of his vassals, 
says Runciman, but “he expected them 
to play their part, and if they failed, their 
powers were curtailed.” And Runciman 
also testifies that although he was stern, 
“his standard of honor was high, he 
never broke his pledged word ... and 
his intimates found his conversation full 
of charm and gentle humor.” A man 
with a hair-shirt perhaps, but not a 
stuffed shirt. 

Several popes, especially Innocent IV 
and Gregory IX, soon learned that with 
Louis the rights and duties of the French 
crown came first. Louis was no friend 
of the German Frederick II, but he 
‘would not attend the Council called by 
the Pope to depose the Emperor, and he 
took no notice of its decree. 

When a group of bishops asked him to 
enforce their ications, the 
King told them that their penalties were 
too severe and too frequently imposed. 
But when the bishops appealed to him 
against Rome's high ecclesiastical taxes, 
they had his support at once. 

MORE APPROPRIATE than the 
figure of the mounted knight is the pic- 
ture of Louis holding court beneath the 
oak of Vincennes, He was troubled be- 
cause his law courts seemed able to 
administer justice only for those who

could afford it. So Louis would hear in 
the open “without impediment of court 
procedure” anyone who wanted to state 
his case. The King was not an indulgent 
judge. He was ready to carry out the 
last letter of the law—especially against 
those in high places who felt that privi- 
lege and influence could set it aside. 
Louis also did away with such nonsense 
as “judicial duels,” declaring in 1260 
that “instead of battle, proof was to be 
based on evidence.” 

He knew that he could not try all the 
law cases of France, so he was careful 
in the selection of judges. He broadened 
the right of appeal and he made the 
provostship of Paris a salaried office, 
entrusting it to Etienne Boileau, a com- 
moner, who so reformed the courts that, 
according to Joinville, people were 
drawn to them by their fairness. 


If Louis were to wander through our 


streets as he wandered through those of 
his realm to see how his subjects fared, 
the Old Courthouse would make him 
pause. Its connection with the Dred 
Scott case would remind him of his 
emancipation of the serfs in 1246. Louis, 
of course, would not confuse serfdom 


and slavery. In spite of the bridal-night 


nonsense which poor historians drew 
from poor translations, Louis knew that 
a serf's obligations were matched by 
rights. For the security which these 
afforded, villeing sometimes gave up 
their freedom. 

Louis, however, was devoted to the 
independence and the dignity of the in- 
dividual. “We have not been fashioned 
some of us from gold or silver, others 
from clay,” he held; “we have not come 
some of us from the head, others from 
the heel. We are all descended from the 
same man, all sprung from his loins.”

Classical Records

A NEW RECORDING of Verdi's “Rigoletto” with Jussi 
Bjoerling, Robert Merrill and Roberta Peters in the three Jead- 
ing roles merits comparison with any other now extant so far 
as vocal quality is concerned. (RCA-Victor, Two 12-inch Lps 
in album with brochure.) A previous Victor recording is un- 
doubtedly stronger in its range and intensity of dramatic values 
and largely because of Leonard Warren, who plays the name 
role. Robert Merrill's Rigoletto, however, deserves much more 
than faint praise for he is particularly successful in his two 
important duets with Gilda. Bjoerling sounds a little tense 
in his opening scene but after that he sings with an optimum 
fluency and warmth of tone. Roberta Peters is an ideal Gilda. 
For one thing her voice has a young girl's freshness and purity 
which is not always true of more seasoned artists. But she also 
controls her voice beautifully. Her “Caro Nome,” within the 
framework of the opera, is exactly right in its delicacy of 
inflection. 

The recording was made in Rome. Other than the artists 
mentioned the cast is composed of Italian singers and the or- 
chestra and chorus are from the Rome Opera. Jone! Periea, the 
conductor, makes a striking of the orchestra in building 
up climaxes. 


ZINO FRANCESCATTI’S performances of Lalo’s 


“Symphonie Espagnole” and the Vieuxtémps Violin Concerto : 


in D Minor combine a maximum clarity of line and phrase 
with a tonal beauty that satisfies all requirements. He is asgso- 
ciated with the New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra 
under Dimitri Mitropoulos in the Symphonie Espagnole and 
the Philadelphia Orchestra, Eugene Ormandy conducting, in 
the Vieuxtemps Concerto. (Columbia, One 12-inch LP.) The 
Vieuxtemps Concerto has little importance but Francescatti’s 
fastidious playing makes it enjoyable. 


KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD is peculiarly authoritative in the 
Grieg “Haugstassa” song recital which reflects the charm of 
Norwegian folklore in settings that are admirably formulated. 
The same is true, though to a lesser degree, of four songs by 
Christian Sinding. Mme. Flagstad's voice is still remarkably 
fresh and pliant. She is accompanied by Edwin McArthur, a 
longtime artistic associate of Mme. Flagstad and the musical 
director of the St. Louis Municipal Opera. (London, One 12- 
inch LP.) 


THE CLEVELAND ORCHESTRA, conducted by 
George Szell, has added another recording of the Brahms First 
Symphony to a lengthening list. The performance is notable 
for its depth of tone, its rounded phrasing and its general 
solidity of structure. Opportunities for lyrical eloquence are 
not always realized; and it is possible, too, to join the phrases 
together with a little more flexibility. The performance is un- 
usually well reproduced. (Epic, One 12-inch, LP.) 


GLINKA’S “JOTA ARAGONESE,”’ “Summer Night 
in Madrid” and “Symphony on Two Russian Themes” are pleas- 
ant novelties and they are well played by the State Symphony 
Orchestra of the U.S.S.R. under Alexander Gauk. The same 
record presents Tschaikovsky’s “Francesca da Rimini” as 
played by the same orchestra with Konstantine Ivanov conduct- 
ing. Ivanov stresses the dramatic aspect of this poem. These 
recordings were made from Russian processed tape; the sound 
is dull compared with most American and Western European 
records. (Westminster, One 12-inch LP.) 


ANOTHER VERSION of Vivaidi’s charmingly descrip- 
tive “Four:Seasons” has been recorded by the Pro-Musica 
String- Orchestra of Stuttgart with Reinhold Barchet as violin 
soloist and Rolf Reinhardt conducting. It is a good perform- 
ance in its precision and transparency. (Vox, One 12-inch LP.)

cert series will begin with a chamber music program next Sun- 
day evening at 8 o’clock in Graham Memorial Chapel. It will 
feature Leslie Chabay, artist-in-residence at the university, as 
tenor; Jeanne Milder of the university Department of Music as 
pianist, and Leigh Gerdine, head of the department, as con- 
ductor. The program will consist of Britten's Serenade for

Critique of Criticism 
Role of Skill in Judging Music

MUSIC CRITICISM, like betting on the racehorses, is 
hugely a matter of opinion. Certainly there is a great deal 
of factual data in connection with musie. A critic can, and 
frequently does, begin an article: “Noka Smisansun gave a 
pianoforte recital last night in the Civic Auditorium.” This 
being purely factual information. Similarly, the next sentence 
conceivably might begin: “His program consisted of .. .” with 
an impressive procession of opus numbers and tonalities. » 

The truly determined factualist might continue: “Smisangun 
played 93 false notes, blurred with the pedal 27 times, thumped 
18 times and had three lapses of memory.” This might be 
construed as music criticism, but it would be criticism satisfy- 
ing only to a statistician. 


EXAMINATION REVEALS: That music consists of 
notes; that the whole, the entity of music, is many times 
greater than the sum of these notes; that what remains is 
of a quality essentially intangible, personal and spiritual; and 
that one cannot measure values so innately subjective with a 
pragmatic yardstick. The values employed in music criticism, 
consequently, are primarily values of judgment; and, reduced 
to basic terms, judgment is primarily a matter of opinion. 

Now, everyone who attends a concert forms some sort of 
an opinion. Even the man-who-worked-a-busy-day-and-got- 
dragged-to-the-concert-by-his-wife, and who slumbered heavily 
through most of the evening, will have, at the very least, 
a dormiphonic impression of what transpired. What, then, is 
the purpose of the critic? 

The answer is simple and fairly obvious if we recall that 

music is a compound of tangible notes and intangible essence. 
While the tangible aspect is small, proportionately to ‘the 
whole (how often has a note-perfect performance of a score 
emerged as a dull and arid musical experience!), it is by no 
means unimportant. The physical execution of music requires 
skill, and skill is the result only of training. 
IT REQUIRES SKILL to play an instrument; it requires 
vast skill to mould an orchestra or chorus into a performing 
ensemble; it even requires skill to splatter notes on paper and 
produce a coherent symphony, concerto, opera or sonata. 

This skill is what we refer to as technique, and technique 
is used as the skeleton on which is mounted the musical 
substance. Obviously, without the skeleton, there can be no 
musical projection, and without skill, there can be no skeleton. 
Without skill, there can be no critic, since the critic who is 
unskilled has only a dilettante concept of his subject. 
THIS IS NOT TO SAY that the critic should be €x- 
tremely skilled. On the contrary, an overabundance of skill 
can easily lead to a deterioration of purpose, since the more 
skilled one is in a craft, the more closely and personally one 
feels about it, and the more likely one is to impose his own 
private concepts upon the people being criticized. Accordingly, 
what starts out to be criticism, deteriorates into either windy 
inanitty or rigid dogma, with the critic assuming the burden 
of instructing the erring composer or performer. 

A critic need not be a Horowitz, but a knowledge of the 
technique of the piano and other instruments, and contact with 
various musical activities enables him to understand the 
problems faced by musicians, and to evaluate the quality of 
their solutions with insight and sympathy. And that is the 
purpose of a critic. )

COLD AND ASIAN FLU CAN BE 
CONFUSED, SAYS DR. SMITH 


The Asian type flu which has 
become prevalent in parts of 
the nation can simulate and be 
eonfused with the common cold, 
tonsilitis and a variety of ecute 
upper respiratory infections. 
Dr. J. Batl Smith, city 
health commissioner, said yes- 

terday in issuing a list of -pre- 
cautions for avoiding colds. 
precautions are: Keep in 
the best possible physical con- 
dition, stay away from people 
with colds and avoid crowds 
when cohkis are prevalent, get 
plenty of fresh air and exer- 
cise, avoid chilling and ever- 
heating and wear suitable cloth- 
ing adapted to weather changes. 
A person suffering from a cold 
shoulkl stay away from work or 
school and cover the moutn 
when coughing or sneezing. 

Dr. Smith said that a simple 
cold lasts from two to seven 
days but it can lower the re- 
sistance of a person to a point 
where serious complications can 
develop. There igs no known 
way to prevent all colds and no 
real cure is enon, he said. The 
family should be!

Plans for American 
Tour of Royal Pair 


(Editor’s note: Britain’s Queen Elizabeth II and 
the Duke of Edinburgh will arrive in Canada this 
week for their American tour. A reporter who has 
covered a previous royal visit describes the glitter- 
ing preparations and writes of the Queen.)

@ THE STARS OF THE TOUR, 31-year-old Elizabeth and 
36-year-old Philip, are seasoned travelers by now and skilful 
representatives of the Commonwealth. They have spent an 
unprecedented amount of time visiting outposts of their 
shrinking domain and making adroit appearances in friendly 
nations. 

The last glimpse Canadians had of Blizabeth and Philip 
was six years ago. Although her father, George VI, was 
seriously ill and the heir apparent and her husband left 
two young ehildren at home, they plunged into a rugged 
six-week tour of Canada, went to Washington for a Truman 
handshake and. flew home. Four months later Elizabeth 
became Queen.

However glamorous the trappings, a tour such 
as the forthcoming one demands an exacting per- 
formance from Elizabeth. She is a human symbol, 
and nothing short of perfection will do. 

She must remember an imposing catalogue of 
details, down to such points as wearing a golden 
and diamond Canadian maple leaf for jewelry. She 
is briefed, and must remember what to do, to whom 
to speak. She must change her costume five or six 
times a day.

@ IN SOME RESPECTS the rigors of her American tour 
may seem like pleasant relief to the Queen in comparison 
to some recent trials. Last February reports of a rift be- 
tween the Queen and her husband—off on a four-month 
global tour—received such wide circulation they could not 
be entirely ignored (as is the royal custom) by Buckingham 
Palace. When they were finally reunited in Lisbon, their 
first meeting had almost a staged quality, including a 
report that when the couple left the Queen’s aircraft 
together, Philip had a smudge of lipstick on his face. That 
just about ended the rift rumors. 

Mote recently, a furore was kicked up by a young 
magazine editor, Lord Altrincham. He declared that her 
ghost-written speeches conveyed the personality “of a 
priggish school girl, captain of the hockey team, a prefect 
and a recent candidate for confirmation.” The Queen's 
defenders rushed into print, one outraged Briton socked 
Altrincham, and London papers chose sides.

Beloved as she is, her subjects frequently feel 
free to criticize (though rarely with Altrincham’s 
sest): Her love of horse racing; private parties she 
attends; her sister .Margaret’s choice of clothes;

But there are indications that Elizabeth, despite 
her comparative youth, understands the family 
feeling Britons have about their monarch and their 
paradoxical attitude: They want her te be. as 
average as the most average of Englishwomen 
as glamorous as on the solemn day of her corona- 
tion June 2, 1955.

How Howard Morgens, Former St. Louisan, Rose to Presidency of Industrial Empire

CINCINNATI, Oct. 5. 

HE new building - which 
T houses the vast and far- 

flung enterprises of Procter 
& Gamble is 11 floors high, 
faced with select gray lime- 
stone. It is dignified in design 
and has been constructed so 
that a helicopter port can be 
added above the roof; and it 
undoubtedly will. 

The lobby, which can only 
be described as awesome, is 
144 feet long, 36 feet wide and 
17 feet high. Hanging from the 
ceiling are five chandeliers 
which weigh 900 pounds each. 
Red Altico marble from Spain 
forms the lobby wall opposite 
the street. (which is of glass 
panels 17 feet high) and Cremo 
marble from Italy forms the 
south wall back of the recep- 
tion desk. 

There are more than 900 tele- 
phones in the building, and 
there is space in the communi- 
cations department for an elec- 
tronic brain which will be in- 
stalled next spring and will 
handle a wide variety of the 
company’s operations. 

The company’s operations are 
many and vast. If you had been 
fortunate enough to have bought 
a hundred shares of Procter & 
Gamble back in 1890, when 
they made laundry soap and 
candles, you would today own 
about 84,000 shares of common 
stock and be worth about $4,- 

In that distant era, William 
Procter was a candle maker and 
James Gamble was a soap maker 
and they set up a little factory 
in Cincinnati which consisted 
mainly of a couple of large caul- 
drons in which to boil fat col- 
lected from homes, hotels and 
packing houses. 

People of several generations 
will remember the sight, the 
feel and the smell of P and G 
Naptha soap, which was a main- 
stay of the nation’s washday. 
Today you can’t buy a bar of 
P and G Naptha, but you can 
buy a lot of other things that 
Procter and Gamble makes. 

Today it is 36 companies (17 
domestic and 19 overseas) with 
82 manufacturing units turning 
out soaps, detergents, shorten- 
ings and tooth pastes, and last

passed the billion-dollar mark 
in annual dollar sales.

HE organization employs 
T about 30,000 people. Here in 

the United States P & G 
sells 50 per cent more of its 
products than its two principal 
competitors combined. Last year 
a fourth of all the toilet soap 
and tooth paste used by breath- 
conscious Americans was made 
by Procter and Gamble. They 
are also big in the shortenings 
that make flakier pie crusts and 
the home permanents and sham- 
poos and household cleansers. 
In recent years they have moved 
into cake mixes and peanut 
butter. 


On the eleventh floor of the 
new Procte rand Gamble build- 
ing are the executive suites. 
There the walls are of white 
marble and the floors are cov- 
ered with thick, tan carpets. 
The furniture is Danish modern 
and the color schemes are mut- 
ed and pleasing to the eye. Sit- 
ting in a large corner office 
behind a three-sided desk is a 
handsome man of 47 whose job 
it will be, now that Neil McEl- 
roy has gone to Washington to 
take Charles E. Wilson’s place 
as Secretary of Defense, to keep 
this billion-dollar show on the 
road. 

The man’s name is Howard 
Joseph Morgens, a former St. 
Louisan who went to work for 
Procter and Gamble in 1933, 
during the worst of the depres- 
sion, mainly because it was a 
job; and jobs weren't growing 
on bushes that year. The salary 
was $150 a month. Just what 
his salary will be as president 
of P and G hasn’t been an- 
nounced yet, but McElroy, his 
predecessor, was drawing down 
$285,000 a year.

HAKESPEARE said there is 
S: tide in the affairs of men 

which, taken at the flood, 
leads’ on to fortune. In Mor- 
gens’s case, it would appear that 
it was his affair with Tide which 
led him on to fortune. 


Morgens had moved into one 
of his biggest jobs with P and G 
in 1946, as manager of all ad- 
vertising. That was the year the 
company introduced its now 
famous detergent. It touched off 
a revolution in the soap indus- 
try, sent millions of kids run- 
ning around chanting, “T-I-D-E, 
Tide” and increased the com- 
pany’s sales from less than 
$350,000,000 to almost one bil- 
lion dollars in less than 10 
years. ; 

Morgens’s march to the top, 
which had never been unsteady, 
continued right along. In 1948 
he became a vice president, in 
1950 he was named to the board 
of directors, and in 1954 he be- 
came executive vice president 
in of Procter and Gam- 
ble operations in the United 
States. " 

The operating structure of 
Procter and Gamble, it might 
be pointed out, is relatively 
simple. There are seven general 
operating areas headed two

Soap and detergents, food prod- 
ucts, toilet goods and paper 
goods. On August 22, the board 
of directors picked Morgens to 
be the new president of the 
company. 

There are a lot of factors that 
enter into a success story. One 
of the factors to consider, be- 
sides what a man is running 
toward, is what he is running 
away from. In Morgens’s case, 
one of the factors was a deter- 
mination not to press pants. 

In the minds of a couple of 
generations of St. Louisans the 
name Morgens has been associa- 
ted with the cleaning and press- 
ing business, and stamped rath- 
er indelibly on the public con- 
sciousness by the determination 
of the founder of the company 
to make people remember that 
the name is spellei with an E, 


‘and not with an A. 


Morgens’s father, Arthur L. 
Morgens, who is now retired at 
the age of 88, founded the com- 
pany before the. turn of the 
century. It was one of the first 
big dry cleaning establishments 
in St. Louis. There was also a 
Morgan’s Laundry in St. Louis. 
The elder Morgens, to avoid any 
chance of confusion, always 
painted the E in Morgens red, 
to make it stand out.

At Washington U., in addition 
to his work with the Quadrangle 
Club, he was on the staff of 
the yearbook, was an associate 
editor of the school paper, was 
a member of the Thyrsus club 
and sang in the Glee club. He 
belonged to Phi Delta Theta 
fraternity.

IS grades at the university 
H qualified him as a candidate 
for a Rhodes scholarship 
from Missouri. But when exam- 
ination time came for candidates 
from six midwestern states, Mor- 
gens was already at Harvard, 
When he got out of Harvard 
in June of 1933, he didn’t have 
to debate about taking an avail- 
able job with P and G: It was 
the only available job. He was

Later he delivered what he had 
sold.

& G could increase its Southern 
business. He toured the South 
for six months. His comments 
are as cryptic about the South 
as about the Indians. “I wrote a 
sizable report when I got back,” 
he says. “I think my studies 
may have helped the company’s 
sales in that area.” 


In 1936 he came back to St. 
Louis to get married to Anne 
Wakefield Huffman, whose fa- 
ther, Edwin E. Huffman, was a 
lawyer and at one time presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Police 
Board. They took a trip to Eu- 
rope and then Morgens moved 
up into the advertising depart- 
ment of the company, as man- 
ager of a section. In 1942 he 
became manager of an advertis- 
ing division and in 1946 he be- 
came manager of the whole ad- 
vertising department and a 
member of the administrative 
staff.

He is five feet, 10 inches 
tall and weighs 183 pounds, 
which is about the same as in 
his young manhood. He is 
usually up at 7 and in his office 
on the eleventh floor by 8:30. 
He speaks softly, smiles easily. 
In describing him, a former as- 
sociate says, “I have never met 
a more considerate man in the 
business world. He will listen 
to a whole group in planning, 
drawing out the best in each 
speaker. Then he will recount 
the highlights of the discussion 
and announce his opinions and 
decisions.” 

Said another colleague: “Al- 

~though he makes every effort 
to be self-effacing, he seem- 
ingly dominates a meeting the 
second he steps into the room.” 

Morgens keeps himself fit by 
playing golf and tennis. In the 
fall he does a lot of hunting 
with his two sons, Edwin, 16, 
and Jim, 13. A daughter, 
Joanne, 20, is a junior at Rad- 
cliffe. He also likes to fish 
when he gets the opportunity, 
which’ isn't often. He looks 
back on a float trip he once 
took on White river, in the

The family lives in an 11-room, 
three-story house in Cincinnati 
which was built around 1910 
and whose architectural style 
Morgens describes as ‘“ques- 
tionable.”

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Ozarks in Autumn 


Sheer Beauty Along 
Upper Current River

LENTY of places in America can boast scenery more 

spectacular and grander in scale than anything our 

Ozarks can offer. I think of the giant redwoods, with 
eathedral shafts of light sifting down from far overhead; 
the impact of Grand 
Canyon in its monumental 
vastness; the summit of 
Ranier seen above the 
clouds with the sunrise 
turning its snow cap to 
crimson. Yet for sheer 
beauty as it can only be 
expressed in nature, I 
think it would be almost 
impossible to surpass the 
upper reaches of our own 
Current River in early 
autumn. 

Here is water running 
crystal clear over the shal- 
lows so that every detail 
of the bottom and every 
fish that swims in it is 
visible. Deep pools beneath 
the brooding limestone 
bluffs take on one tone of 
blue, while swift runs down shadowed rocky banks 
change to indigo. Here is timelessness; for who can say 
how many milleniums ago this river started cutting its 
deep channel through the hills. And who can look at the 
limestone laid down on the floors of ancient oceans when 
life on earth was just beginning, without.some feeling of 
the vastness of the universal design. Yet here also is 
ehange, for it is apparent that the river moves restlessly 
in its bed. 

We made this run on the upper river again last week; 
our last float except one of the year, since we still hope 
to journey from Doniphan to the point where the Current 
crosses over into Arkansas and runs out into the level 
land. On the way down Highway 19 from Salem we had 
the happy inspiration of stopping at Shannondale Com- 
munity House for a visit with its pastor, our good friend 
Vincent Bucher. And we persuaded him to play hookey 
for an hour and drive us up to the ferry at Akers where 
we would start our trip. Work goes forward as always at 
Shannondale, with agricultural and community projects 
planned to enrich the lives of the mountain people who 
live nearby.

It was $3 o’clock when we finished loading the 
canoe, whistled Tiger aboard, said goodby te 
Vincent, and pushed off downstream.

T some unrecorded moment 
A in history an artist who had 

kept busy nourishing the 
inner man suddenly discovered 
he was starving to death.

This was illustrated 
by the prize-winning themes in 
the annual Coty American 
Fashion Critics’ Awards, pre- 
sented Thursday night at an 
elaborate showing held at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art in 
New York City. : 
The award’s celebrated “Win- 
nie” trophy went for distinctive 


designs in casual modes and for. 


elaborate evening gowns with 
a furrier getting special recog- 
nition for his handling of that 
most expensive of all furs, 
chinchilla. Recognition also was 
given to a group of. New York 
designers who had been past 
winners of the award and whose 
outstanding themes of the cur- 
rent season were picked for 
presentation. It was significant 
that in the majority of selec- 
tions, preference was given to 
relaxed silhouettes, functional 
styles to suit today’s trend of 
living, exquisite use of fabulous 
fabrics, and novel ideas. It was 
noteworthy, too, that these 
fashions stressed one outstand- 
ing color—red—and that varia- 
tions of it ranged from pale 
rose to deepest garnet with the 
media extending from rain- 
proof poplin to imported laces 
and brocaded satins. 

Sydney Wragge, designer of 
ready-to-wear sports clothes 
and coordinated separates, 
whose themes are worn by 
many St. Louis women was one 
of the two top winners. He was 
cited for his “non-classic ap- 
proach to sports fashion, which 
has brought clarity of line, 
richness of fabric and arresting 
color treatments into the realm 
of casual clothes.” This design- 
er is credited with introducing 
the sleeveless dress, with mak- 


or elaborated with costume jew- 
elry. This same dress appears 
in his new resort collection with 
a group of other designs in the 
“relaxed” mood. Outstanding 
among his newest themes was 
his oriental houseboy sil-

houette inspired by the tea 
planters’ houseboy cos- 
tumes of narrow wrapped sa- 
rong skirts of ankle length 
topped by white linen jackets. 
Fringed sashes to be adjusted 
to please the wearer also were 
a feature of his new designs, 
these appearing on the over- 
blouses of the two-piece dresses 
as well as on the one-piece 
straightline styles. 


Leslie Morris, a custom de- 
signer was credited with a sub- 
tle use of unusual materials, 
and a certain talent for com- 
bining the current mode with 
fashiong that make a woman 
elegant. Cited as characteristic 
were her “little suits” and her 


rials such as silk slipper satin, 
silk chiffon, and silk taffeta, 
also were featured. 

Emeric Partos, fur designer, 
who is a native of Hungary and 
was trained as a jeweler and 
couturier before he became a 
fur designer, was given a spe- 
cial award for his mastery of 
furrier’s technique expressed 
in couturier terms. His most 
dis hed designers include 
coats made of two furs, such as 
badger and nutria, and of fur 
combined with fabric. A long 
ermine middy designed to wear 
over “at-home” slacks or with 
ski shirts was typical. 


Popular themes of the cur- 
rent season, all developed in 
shades of red, were contributed 
by the previous winners in a 
panaroma of American fashion 
talent. Probably the most orig- 
inal in this collection was the 
red poplin “coverall” suggested 
by Brigance for wear in open 
cars or for other ouidoor 
events. Striking, too, was Claire 
McCardell’s bright red tweed 
“sweater” type of coat that is 
worn loose over a black wool 
skirt. Toni Owen's very long 
overblouse of ruby colored wool 
leaving only a small section of 
matching pleated skirt to show 
was another arresting style.

For Roasting 


By Edith M. Barber 


F there is such a thing as a 

season for roasting chickens, 

this is it. They are quite dif- 
ferent from those old hens 
which, after they had stopped 
laying, were called roasters, 
These modern large chickens 
weigh around four to five 
pounds and the meat is tender 
and sweet. 

Be sure the dealer gives you, 
with a roaster, some of the solid 
pieces of fat he has removed 


when dressing the bird. The fat 
is clear yellow and can be tried 
out over low heat, after which 
it will provide plenty of liquid 
fat for the bread stuffing, to 


which it adds, such good flavor. 


It will need but a little minced 
onion and a small amount of 
good poultry seasoning.

“Gardeners who are primarily 
in’ landscape effect 
uld plant quantities of Dutch 
bulbs. These bright-hued flow- 
ers may be used like the colored 
paints on an artist's palette, to 
create entrancing garden pic- 
tures. 
First in the season come the 
“miniatures”—small scale plant- 
ings featuring the very early 


bulbs—species crocuses, snow- 
drops, onodoxas and squills. 
These sturdy little flowers defy 


cold and frost and may bloom 
through the snow. 

. For early bloom there’s a 
White species crocus, Snow 
Bonting, as well as two good 
yellows: Crocus chrysanthus 
and E. A. Bowles. Groupings of 


ore crocuses may be planted

~Since these little bulbs are 
a3 small, they are best planted 
about three inches deep. If they 
to make a picture, they 
hould be grouped in cheerful 
colonies of from 12 to 15 bulbs. 
They are apt to look a bit lonely 
im a large flower bed but make 
fine companions for dwarf ever- 
green perennials, such as hardy 
carnations or perennial candy- 
tuft (Iberis sempervirens). 

» Snowdrops and chionodoxa 
may be naturalized beneath 
aghrubs and trees. When grown 
im airy, moist soil, these little 
bulbs multiply rapidly—and in 
time will produce a carpet of 
blue and white bloom. 

The rich, sky-blue bells of the 
equills (Scilla siberica) are pro- 
duced over a very long season. 
These bright little flowers may 
therefore be used for accent in 
the early garden miniatures or 
in the next picture series, fea- 
turing grape hyacinths, the 
Dutch crocuses, species tulips, 
and March-flowering daffodils.

The one-story-and-basement 
structure, of reinforced con- 
erete with brick facing, is being 
erected immediately west of the 
present health center building, 
and represents the third major 
project by that architectural 
firm now under construction on 

e hospital grounds. | 

The building will be attached 
do the rear of the present 
health center, between the main 
hospital and a chronic hospital 
building, plans for which are 
now being prepared.

Early single and double tulips 
are enhanced “when groupings 
are faced with low perennials 
like white or pink arabis, or 
basket-of-gold alyssum. Creep- 
ing phlox in white, pink or blue 
may be planted to contrast with 
the tulips, or to complement 
and intensify their coloring. 

Tall Darwin tulips and the 
large doubles make bold color 
masses for a large landscape 
picture, These bright flowers 
may be planted beside azaleas, 
lilacs or even dogwood trees. 
For color accents add clumps 
of rosy-pink bleeding heart, or 
of blue phlox divaricota. 

Of all the spring bulbs, daf- 
fodils are among the most 
satisfactory for picture plant- 
ings. Reliable off timers like 
Aerolite, Laurens Koster and 
King Alfred can be neutralized 
beneath flowering shrubs and 
trees. Even when neglected 
they come back and may actu- 
ally increase in beauty through 
the years. 

Most of the hybrid daffodils 
are happier when planted in 
light, loamy soil, Among the 
many fine varieties that have 
long golden trumpets are Gold- 
en Harvest and the giant Un- 
surpassable. White trumpet daf- 
fodils that may be planted as 
highlights in the garden pic- 
ture include Beersheba, Mt 
Hood, and Mrs. Krelage. For 
airy grace there are flowers 
with short gold or orange cups, 
such as Francesca Drake, Dick 
Wellband, or John Evelyn. 

Although the Dutch bulbs 
may be planted in late autumn, 
it’s more satisfactory to plant 
them in October.

This was one of the “you- 
can-do-something-about it” mes- 
sages given householders as the 
fiftieth annual observance of 
Fire Prevention Week (Oct. 
6-12) opened. Urging house- 
holders to use the simple, pre- 
cautionary measures that can 
reduce this death toll, A. R. 
Howard, home products mana- 
ger for Minneapolis-Honeywell, 
said that real fire prevention 
begins with a good houseclean- 
ing program. Statistics show, 
he said, that there are nearly 
four fire hazards in every home 
or building.

N THE LARGEST joint exercises yet 
staged by NATO forces in the oct er 

Eastern Mediterranean, 7000 United 
States Marines landed recently on the 
Turkish coast north of the famous Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula. The mock assault took 
place within 50 miles of the border of Bul- 
garia, a Soviet satellite. Although offi- 
cials said the operation had been planned 
long in advance of Middle East unrest 
over Syria's pro-Soviet shift, the size of 
the war game gave it many earmarks 
of a show of force. 

Some 6000 Marines stormed ashore 
in landing craft from a 75-ship United 
States Navy task force. Another 1000 
were put down by helicopter 15 miles in- 
land. The Marines’ mission was to join 
beleaguered Turkish land forces on the 
peninsula, which commands the Darda- 
nelles, narrow entrance to the Black Seca. 
It was assumed that a theoretical en- 
emy had captured most of European Tur- 
key, but that a counterattack could be 
launched from the Turkish positions. 

In World War I, the peninsula was 
the scene of an ill-fated British attempt 
to seize the Dardanelles from the Turks,

then on the side of Germany. That cam- 
paign helped foster amphibious tech- 
niques that were so successful in World 
War II. With some refinements, such 
as the helicopter phase, these techniques 
were used in the NATO game. Although 
it was assumed that th sides had 
nuclear weapons, the exercise was con- 
ducted as though they had little effect. 

Despite some slip-ups, the operation 
deeply impressed invited 1 military observ- 
ers from a dozen countries. The exercise 
also attracted some unwelcome onlookers. 

On four successive days, a strange 
aircraft (believed a Russian photographic 
jet) flew over the area. On the fourth 
day, American carrier fighters went after 
it with orders to shoot if necessary to 
prevent photography. However, the 
plane escaped over the Bulgarian border. 

As the exercise was completed, Brig- 
adier General Thomas R. Phillips, United 
States Army (Retired), Post - Dispatch mili- 
tary analyst, learned that the Marine task 
force had received secret orders to re- 
main in the Mediterranean indefinitely. 
In the past year Marine strength there 
has varied between 1800 and 3600.

F FHE 6000 LICENSED PLUMBERS in Illinois, 5998 
are men, two are women. Mrs. Wilbur Elliott 
of Canton is one of the two practicing exam- 

ples that the plumbing trade is not limited to men. 
. About seven years ago, with no more than a 
housewifely background, plus some nursing and office 
work, she decided to go into the plumbing and heat- 
ing business. Then began the drawn-out process of 
learning the particular terminology and tools of the 
trade. She put in long years of work as an assistant 
to a master plumber—under decidedly unfeminine 
conditions—until she had learned enough to pass strict 
state examinations for her license. Unlike many li- 
cants, she passed the test on her first attempt last July. 
While learning the trade she was building up her 


business until it is now grossing around $100,000 a 
year. Her firm performs all types of plumbing, includ- 
ing contract work, installation of heating equipment. 
Mrs. Elliott employs two plumbers on a full - time basis 
and often hires up to four more during rush seasons. 
Her husband, who is not involved in plumbing at all, 
owns a 160-acre grain and stock farm 12 miles north 
of Canton. 

When working at her trade, Mrs. Elliott manages 
to preserve an aura of femininity by always wearing 
a dress instead of work clothing favored by her male 
counterparts. She also operates an antique shop next 
door to her plumbing firm. There she can step into 
a daintier world to seek respite from the din and 
clamor of practical plumbing.

New Meramec Addition 


MASSIVE PIECE of generatin 
equipment—a stator weighing 200 
tons—is lifted by a powerful 

overhead crane during its installation 
at Union Electric’s new Meramec plant 
addition. Hoisted from a special rail- 
road flat car, it was raised above the 
second - floor level and moved several 
— feet before being gently set 

in place in a reinforced concrete cradle. 

The stator—a stationary outside 
housing of a generator—is nearly 13 
feet high and 26 feet long. Its tre 
mendous weight is due to the enor- 
mous quantities of copper it contains. 
Extreme care had to be taken in ad- 
justing lifting cables so that the heavy 
unit was exactly level; its weight might 
have crushed foundation footings on 
the cradle if set down unevenly. 

The generator will be one of two 
in the new plant addition. Driven by 
steam turbines, both of them in com- 
bination will produce 280,000 kilowatts 
of power, doubling the og output 
of the plant's two smaller turbo gen- 
erators. Cost of the new turbo — 
ing equipment alone is $5,700,000. 

The new addition, costing about 
$40,000,000, will include an 11-sto 
boiler to produce steam under 2 
cee of pressure at 1000 degrees 

enheit, nine-foot-wide pipes to 
carry water from the Mississippi River 
for condensing steam, and other aux- 

‘ iliary and electrical pment. The 

new system is expected to begin pro- 
duction of electricity by the middle of 
next year.

FLUFFY DESSERT which she 
calls crown jewel gelatin is a

After this is removed 
from heat, strawberry gelatin is 
stirred in until dissolved. A half- 
cup of cold water is then added, 
and the mixture is chilled until 
syrupy. Nonfat dry milk solids 
are dissolved in cold water; lemon 
juice is added and the mixture 
beaten until stiff, about eight to 
10 minutes. Both beater and bowl 
should be cold.

(She 
has four. ex- prisoners working on her estate 
here.) A few weeks ago, however, it struck a 
snag. Princess Charlotte brought suit to evict 
René Girier, 38-year-old safecracker once 
known as the Raffles of France. She told the 
court she no longer could supervise Girier’s 
daily activities and no longer would be re- 
sponsible for him. 

The news shocked townspeople here, be- 
cause the Princess and René Girier had been

mgst friendly since they first met in Laon 
jail in 1955. At that time the scholarly-look 
ing Girier was serving 20 years for armed 
robbery. The Princess said she could rehabili- 
tate him into a useful citizen. Soon she set 
him up in her beautiful villa 35 miles from 
Rheims, announcing that she had made him 
her private chauffeur. 

When her son married Grace Kelly in 
Monaco, the Princess had Girier drive her to 
the wedding. Presently, when he smashed up 
the car and his license was revoked, she hire« 
another chauffeur to drive him. To help her 
parolee further, she placed him as manager 
of a book shop in Rheims. 

But this past summer something happened 
between the charitable Princess and the cx 
thief. Whatever the reason, the Princess has 
washed her hands of Girier. He in turn is sad 
and disillusioned. “Once she throws me oul 
of her house,” he sighs, “I am without a re 
sponsible domicile. Then they come and put 
me in jail.”

ing penicillin from the system. In early tests, the drug 
has produced near-miracle results in hours in some 
cases.

BLOOD’ CLOTS — 1958 
In a half dozen or more ailments, blood clots cause 


‘ pain and inflammation and even may endanger life 


itself. The clots form in blood vessels of legs, arms, 
the face and other parts of the body. Present anti- 
coagulant drugs do not dissolve blood clots; they simp!) 
act to prevent further clots from forming. Now a new 
drug, not yet made public, promises to be the first 
medication that actually can dissolve clots once they 
are formed. Doetors probably will begin using it on 
phlebitis and other blood-clot-inflammatory disorders. 


LUNG VIRUSES — 1959 

Virus research is the fastest-moving field of medicine. 
Viruses thought to be involved in virus pneumonia and 
certain forms of bronchitis have beén isolated in the 
laboratory. These findings; too, are yet to be an- 
nounced; but scientists definitely are excited about 
them. In addition, viruses thought to be responsible 
for some cases of croup in children have been isolated. 
The strong implication: Vaccines are on the way to 
give protection — especially to children — against 
two or three major disorders. 


MEASLES VACCINE — 1960 
This is another of the predictable victories in the virus 
field. Work is proceeding to develop a vaccine against 
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victories

The next step: drugs to alter your 
behavior by helping you adapt to everyday stress. Says 
one expert: “In all probability, we will have drugs 
which will induce — very subtly — healthy, social 
reactions to problem situations. Thus, the individual's 
natural abilities to adapt will be bolstered.” 


HARDENING OF THE ARTERIES — 1962 

Today, doctors suspect that somehow fatty acids in the 
system are involved in arteriosclerosis, the nation’s No. 
1 killer. By 1962, you can expect a breakthrough in 
this controversial field of research. Until now, doctors 
have been unable to study the chemistry of the body 


completely. They have been hobbled because only 70 


per cent of the body fluids involved could be identi- 
fied. But beginning this year, researchers will be able 
to study the “hidden” 30 per cent. New, revolution- 
ary laboratory equipment makes the intensified search 
possible. In five years the way may be open to pre- 


_ vention of the disease and better care for those who 


already have it. 


DIABETES — 1963 

‘This year the first anti-diabetes drug taken by mouth 
was made available. It represented the first basic ad- 
vance against diabetes in more than a. generation.

Perhaps they will not hit upon the cause, but 
you can look for a real advance, possibly on the pre- 
ventive side. 


ALCOHOLISM — 1964 

Scientists know that, to the problem drinker, alcohol 
is a narcotic. He must have.it or he suffers “withdrawal 
symptoms” not unlike those experienced by a heroin 
or morphine addict. Recently doctors have become en- 
thusiastic about a new finding in alcoholism. Appar- 
ently, a certain enzyme (a substance that speeds 
chemical actions in the body) is overproduced in the 
bodies of alcoholics. The researchers hope to find a 
way to neutralize the enzyme, or somehow reduce its 
production chemically. Says one expert: “If I had to 
bet on it, ’'d put my money on alcoholism as yielding 
to discovery in the near future.” 


STERILITY — 1965 
Today more than 5,000,000 American couples want 


_ children, yet remain childless. Now doctors have iso- 


lated a certain hormone which will stimulate ovula- 
tion in the female and sperm production in the male. 
However, a way must be found to make the hormone 
synthetically if it is to be manufactured for mass use. 
The prospect is that this hormone probably will be 
synthesized by 1965. 


SCHIZOPHRENIA — 1966 

This is the most serious of all mental disorders; it fills 
about 50 per cent of today’s mental-hospital beds. Re- 
cent studies, though, indicate that there is something 
in the blood of a schizophrenic which makes him 
prone to the disorder. With this lead, experts expect to 
solve the mystery of the disease. Never has there been 
so much optimism concerning a breakthrough against 
“split personality” as there is at this moment. 


CANCER — 1967 

Cancer, of course, is not a single disease, but perhaps 
a dozen disorders which appear in different forms. In 
this field, there is extreme caution. A widespread feel- 
ing: Cancer chemotherapy — that is, use of chemi- 
cals to kill the disease organisms — will pay off in 10 
years. Most hopeful area: leukemia. 

Also likely by 1967: a much better understanding 
of the role of viruses in cancer. For example, one sci- 
entific team has just showed that viruses can be in- 
volved in mouth cancers. 


WHOLE ORGAN TRANSPLANTS — 1968 

For the past three years, kidneys have been trans- 
planted from one identical twin to another. A few 
lives have been prolonged by transplants of the thyroid 
gland from dead infants to adults. The big stumbling 
block is that non-identical twins and other unre- 
lated persons resist transplants. But doctors hope to 
break the enigma of the resistance factor and thus 
make possible life-saving transplants for all who 
need them. 

Research will probe still other medical mysteries: 
the relation of the central nervous system to heart 
and other diseases; whether some people are nat- 
urally immune to cancer and how the immunity 
works; ways to reduce the death rate among newborn 
infants and the number of “birth failures”—crip- 
pled newborn; the cause of high blood pressure; the 
basic nature of the aging process, whereby, for ex- 
ample, some people are physically “old” at 35, others 
comparatively young at 65. Look for vast strides in 
these and other fields in the years ahead. 

That is the timetable. Of course, skeptics will look 
down their noses. But in 1947, you could have pre- 
. dicted cortisone, Salk vaccine and a good many more 

“medical miracles” that skeptics would have termed 
preposterous. And you would have been right! |

With the hunting season in full 


cry, here’s what you can do to... 


by EDWARD D. FALES, JR. 


It's fall — and a young boy's fancy turns to thoughts of hunt- 
ing. But unless you do something to prevent it, death may 
go into the woods with him. A recent report by the National 
Rifle Association discloses that nearly half of all fall hunting 
accidents involve boys under 20. 

What can you do? The answer is simple. Just make sure 
your son has a “diploma”—certifying he knows how to 
handle a gun safely—granted by the NRA or some other 
qualified instructor. 

The NRA course is free. It takes only four hours. And it 
works. In California, trained teen-agers have proved 19 
times safer than non-trained hunters. Of 17,000 vouths 
who took the course, only three had accidents. 

Fo take the course, vour boy will need a .22 rifle, 15 
bullets and a few cents for targets’. The NRA-trained instruc- 
tor will teach him: 

@ To shoot accurately. 

@ Never to climb a fence while carrying a gun. (Sce 
box at right.) 

@ Never to plug a gun barrel with a cork to keep it 
clean (since a boy may fire the gun without taking out the 
cork, causing the barrel to explode in his face). 

@ Never to take a “sound shot” (a blind shot at game, 
figuring the location by the sound it's making ). 

Where to Go 

How does a boy (or an adult, if he so desires) get to take 
the course? More than a dozen states now are cooperating 
with the NRA in giving the courses; ask any warden or 
license-issuer and he'll direct you. If you live in a state not 
part of the program, write to the NRA at 1600 Rhode Island 
Ave., Washington, D.C., for courses in your area. 

Your son's life — or yours — may depend on it. Reported 
one California youth: “Over and over it had been drilled 
into me by the NRA to hold my fire till I was positive | 
was aiming at game. Well, one day I spotted a ring-necked 
pheasant. I could clearly see the red wattles on. its neck. It 
bobbed, moved a little, bobbed again. 

“But I held my fire till I got a closer look, Suddenly the 
pheasant rose straight up six fect, pushed aside some boughs 
and walked toward me. It was another hunter. Those rec 
wattles were the collar of his red shirt. If I hadn't taken 
that course, he'd be a dead man today.”

‘The stars won't be hurt —

HOLLYWOOD. 
For the past two months, the year’s big- 
gest story here (and in many other parts of 
America) has been the trial between the 
state of California and the so-called scan- 
dal magazines. What does it all mean? 
Will the publicity seriously hurt Holly- 
wood — or, conceivably, help it? 

For some of the most authoritative an- 
swers available, I recently went to Jerry 
Giesler, probably the top criminal lawyer 
west of the Rockies and certainly the best- 
known lawyer in this town. It was Giesler 
who uncovered thé unique dirt-gathering 
methods used here by the scandal maga- 
zines, and who later supplied the Cali- 
fornia attorney general with much infor- 
mation used in the trial. 

. Beyond that, Giesler, in his own words, 
“grew up with Hollywood.” Born Harold 
Lee Giesler in Wilton, lowa, 66 years ago, 
he came to Los Angeles in the early 1900s, 
got a job as truck driver and attended law 
school at night. Later, as a partner of noted - 
criminal lawyer Earl Rogers, he learned 
the bag of courtroom tricks he has used 
effectively ever since. 

In 40 years, Giesler has earned more 


than $3 million defending an arm-long 
list of Hollywood greats — from Rudolph 
Valentino and Charles Chaplin to Shelley 


Winters and Marilyn Monroe. He also - 


has handled dozens of cases free. 

Tall, paunchy, soft-voiced, with a pro- 
found knowledge of what makes people 
tick, Giesler is uniquely qualified to dis- 
cuss the scandal trial. Herewith, in ques- 
tion-and-answer form, he does so. 


Q What effect has the trial had on the 
people within the motion-picture industry? 
A My personal opinion is that it hasn't, 
and won't, have very much effect on the 
industry. Temporarily, it will cause some 
attempts to be made to protect Hollywood. 
But the attempts won't go very far. 


Q Do you think the public believes all 
that scundal dished up about Hollywood 
stars in the scandal magazines? 

A Most people with common sense realize 
that it’s trash. They may like to know 
what's going on, but they also consider 
the source of information. I don’t think 
any star is going to lose much of a follow- 
ing because he or she was written up in a 
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scandal magazine. In many cases they 
may even gain a following. 


Q Do you know any method of controlling 
the off-screen behavior of a movie star? 
A The only way I know is to lock these 
movie stars in corrals. They get in trouble 
because they have too much free time. 
They make maybe one or two pictures a 
year. That's not enough work to keep a 
man out of trouble. 

Also, they play intimate love scenes on 
the screen. It’s hard to stop just because a 
director says, “Cut.” - 


Q Do you think the motion-picture indus- 
try is rotten from the top down? 
A No — though in some instances it's 
rotten at the top. What you must realize 
is that anyone connected with this indus- 
try is constantly under the spotlight. An 
executive in a lumber company may be 
guilty of the very same transgressions, but 
who cares? If someone is connected with 
Hollywood, he’s automatically good for 
headlines. 

For example, the papers recently told 
about Jack Warner losing $200,000 on

the French Riviera and Darryl Zanuck 
gambling at Monte Carlo. Executives in 
any other company would not set that 
sort of pattern. The stockholders would 
scream that it was poor public relations. 
But movie people can get away with it. 


Q Isn't there a morals clause in every film 
contract that says the studio can kick the 
player out if by his actions he arouses pub- 
lic disfavor? 

A Yes — but I don’t know of any star 
dismissed by a studio under that clause. 
There are several reasons. Lots of times 
when a star gets in trouble, he becomes a 
bigger box-office attraction after the scan- 
dal. Again, many stars are responsible for 
enormous profits. Kick out two or three 
and you may well cut your profit margin 
by 50 per cent or-more. 


Q Is it true that the studios themselves 
are responsible for the rise of scandal mag- 
azines by refusing to tell the truth about 
their stars? 
A Well, they've been scared to death of 
the truth all along. In the past they've 
been able to control some of the scandal 
by being very close to the district attor- 
ney’s office. But this D.A. we've got in Los 
Angeles now, William McKesson — they 
have no connection or influence with him. 
The best policy, of course, is to tell the 
truth. If something happens to a star, re- 
lease the news quickly. It’s then read and 
forgotten. Once you make it a secret, how- 
ever, you cloak it with glamor. It becomes 
a big thing. The studios have seen that, 
and I think they're revising their policies. 


Q You were the first man to unearth Con- 


fidential’s operation in Hollywood. Can 


you disclose how you found out that the 
Hollywood Research Bureau was acting 
as a cledring house for Confidential? 

A It’s strange how you get information 
when people know you're looking for 


some. Bob Mitchum retained me to sue 
the magazine because he felt he was 
libeled in one of the stories. Mitchum is a 
very truthful man. I investigated all the 
aspects and felt we had a strong case. 

Just about then I had a call. from a girl. 
She told me all about Marjorie and Fred 
Meade, who ran the Hollywood Research 
Bureau. I decided to check out her story. 
Marjorie Meade was the niece of the pub- 
lisher of Confidential. Well, we sued. 

I went East to take publisher Harri- 


“gon’s deposition. Confidential has a very 


tricky setup. They sell out each issue to 
one major distributor who then sells the 
magazines-to distributors in other states. 
That way, Harrison has become a million- 
aire who can afford high-priced legal 
brains to keep his magazine out of court 
in most states. 


Q.Do you know of any way the scandal 
magazines can legally be put out of busi- 
ness? 

A Possibly the best way would be for the 
Post Office Department to deny them 
mailing privileges, or for Congress to pass 
a law prohibiting the interstate passage of 
salacious material of that particular type. 


GEORGE MURPHY is on the council now 
trying to guard Hollywood against scandal. 


Q One seandal magazine claims it is read 
by 16,000,000 people, that the public 
wants this sort of material and that the 
magazine is filling a need. Do you believe 
that? 

A No. People will read that sort of trash, 
because everyone wants to know what the 
other fellow is doing. Curiosity about 
people is part of human nature. But they'd 
just.as soon buy any other magaZine. 


Q Is it true that the film industry wouldn't | 
give you any help in cleaning up these 
scandal magazines? 

A They wouldn't give me any practical 
help. I talked to various representatives, 
and they wrote letters and paid a lot of 
lip-service. But I never got any real help. 
Now the Motion Picture Industry Council 
is making a big effort to protect the-indus- 
try. They've got a lot of fine men on the 
Council, like George Murphy. But I don’t - 
think they've gat any power. 

The only way you can prevent scandal 
is to control the private lives of human 
beings. That’s impossible. Maybe you can 
tell the stars to be more careful in the 
future. But murder doesn’t deter murder. 
And scandal doesn’t deter scandal.Some- 
times it actually breeds more. 


Q In this recent trial Clark Gable, Cor- 
inne Calvet, Maureen O'Hara, Dorothy 
Dandridge and other stars were discussed. 
What effect do you think this will have on 
their careers? 

A I don't know, but I certainly don’t think 
they will be hurt at the box office. The 
public nowadays is much more tolerant, 
much more willing to forgive. The public 
also doesn’t believe very much of this 
trash; so in many cases it turns out to be 
publicity for a star. 


Are attorney Giesler's views typical of 
the movie colony? In general, yes. 

When the scandal trial first got under- 
way, panic reigned in Hollywood. Fearing 
subpoenas,’ stars took_off in droves. Once 
the magazines were discredited, however, 
by admitting in court the kind of tipsters 
they employed, the panic quickly sub- 
sided. 

Hollywood currently feels that the pub- 
lic no longer expects its screen heroes to 
be paragons of virtue who regularly pay 
off the mortgage, teach Sunday School 
and retire by 10 each night. The hero- 
worshiping era is finished, and Holly- 
wood is reconciled to that fact — even 
happy about it. 

And some people here feel the scandal 
magazine trial gave Hollywood a well 


- needed shot in the arm. As one studio ex- 
_ecutive explained to me: “All this pub- 


licity makes us once again an industry 
peopled by colorful, exciting, uninhibited 
personalities. If our detractors say decency 
doesn’t play a large part in our private 
lives, I always point to Jimmy Stewart. 
So long as we have Jimmy Stewart.on our 
side,-they can’t knock us too much. Be-

Tourists, visiting the Manassas National Battlefield Park 
near here one recent Sunday, stopped in their tracks 
aghast. A line of Union Army soldiers, resplendent in 
blue Civil War uniforms, swept across a grassy hill — 
the same hill where, 96 years before, the Confederate 
Army turned back Federal troops in the first battle of 
Bull Run. Then, a moment later, the air shrilled with 
Rebel yells. A band of Confederate soldiers scrambled 
up the hill after the Yankees. A bewildered tourist turned 
to a park guide, asked an explanation. 

“They're members of the North-South Skirmish,” said 
the guide, “a bunch of fellows who put on Civil War uni- 
forms and shoot muskets and cannons.” The guide 
chuckled. “If Grant and Lee were here today, they'd soon

have their arms around each other in the spirit of things.” 

The Skirniishers came into being in 1950 when John 
Rawls of Washington, D. C., a historian and a Soutb- 
erner, challenged Ernest Peterkin, a Naval Office employe 
and a Northerner, to a shooting match with muskets. 
They got up teams, named them the First Virginia Greys 
and the Washington Blue Rifles. Today there are 400 
members with teams as far west as Michigan. Members 
must wear Civil War uniforms, fire only 1861-65 guns. 
The teams hold matches twice a year (one will be next 
week end in Quantico, Va.), often get together for picnics 
with wives and children in period costumes. 

But as for actual warfare between the Blue and Gray. 
teams? “That's long over,” says Rawls. “Our purpose is 
friendship.” . e

The Families Nobody Wants—Part II - 


How the DiNofas 


“NON-RESIDENT” CALIFORNIANS, the six DiNofas look determined as they pose 
for PARADE.

Until they moved to California a year ago, 
Dominic and Jane DiNofa considered relief 
payments something remote — something 
other, poorer Americans turned to in despera- 
tion. Back home in Providence, R.1., DiNofa, 
a roofer, had worked steadily for 14 years. 
On his $74 a week, the family lived modestly 
in a rented house and owned a seven-year-old 
car. 

Jane DiNofa, however, was an asthma vic- 
tim; Rhode Island winters meant misery and 
medical bills. As her attacks grew worse, the 
family made a difficult decision to give up 
what they had and go west to a drier climate. 

They set out in June, by car. It was a 
happy trip; the four children. babbled ex- 
citedly about the cities they would see, and 
the movie stars. Dominic and Jane talked 
about how soon a man with a trade could be 
established in a job and “really settled down.” 

Six months later, DiNofa was jobless, 
hopeless and in need of relief. The man who 
never had thought of public welfare went to 
the Los Angeles Bureau of Public Assistance 
to ask for a small grubstake. What he re- 


ceived, instead, was the run-around. It was 
the same senseless, callous, costly run-around 
needy Americans on the move receive all over 
the U.S. | 

The Bureau quoted him the law: To qual- 
ify for relief in California, a person must live 
three years in the state, including a year in 
the county where he applies. ‘DiNofa had 
been in California little more than six 
months. Legally, he was a non-resident. 

In almost any other state, he would have 
met similar treatment. As PARADE learned in 
an extensive, months-long survey, every state 
but New York bases its relief program on a 
fear of supporting penniless “foreigners” 
from other parts of the country. It makes no 
difference that booming industry needs — 
even recruits —— workers from other states. 
The laws are the same laws used in England 
300 years ago to keep the poor tied to the 
land. 

In most states, had DiNofa needed medical 
or psychiatric help (California is a notable 
exception), his request would have been 
measured by the s4me antique yardstick. In 


became ‘stateless’ 


fact, except for his Rhode Island background, 
he might have forfeited his legal rights en- 
tirely. In all states, a person can lose resi- 
dence as well as gain it. In some, he can lose 
it in minutes simply by showing “intent to 
leave.” Thus many Americans — by one 
estimate 250,000 yearly — wind up “state- 
lessq without legal residence anywhere. 

DiNofa, however, still was a Rhode Island 
resident. Los Angeles would have been 
delighted to pay rail fare and meals “back 
home” for six DiNofas— a $200-plus item. 
DiNofa refused — for the first time in years, 
Jane’s asthma was improving — and turned 
to the Travelers Aid Society. Today, with 
Travelers Aid help, DiNofa has a $66-a-week 
job. For the Bureau of Public Assistance he 
has only bitterness. 

By his estimate, $40 or $50 — “$75 at 
the outside” — would have bridged the gap 
between a job layoff and an unemployment 
compensation check. Before the layoff, Di- 
Nofa had been convinced he was settled — 
he had enough confidence to pay off his

union initiation fee in full even though it 
wasn't due. Thus when the bomb fell, the 
family was almost broke> 

They moved first to a cheap rooming 
house; then, as their money trickled away, 
they spent two nights in the car. Finally all 
their food was gone. Still DiNofa insisted he 
could find a job. But when the children had 
been without food 24 hours and wept from 
hunger, he asked for help. 

Yet all his heartache and near-starvation 
were unnecessary, welfare officials — public 
and private — agree. Laws assuming that 
all out-of-state residents are lazy and angling 
for a handout cost more than they save, these 
officials say. Insisting that each state care 
only for its own means days of tedious check- 
ing and mountains of paper work. 

To back up this point, welfare workers 
point to New York. The state swept its an- 
tique settlement Iaws off the books in 1946, 
and since has used need as its only yardstick. 
In New York, all you have to do to get gen- 
eral relief or categorical assistance (aid to

the blind, disabled, aged or dependent chil- 
dren) is be there. ( Hawaii and Puerto Rico 
have a similar approach. ) Yet last year, relicf 
granted those who had been in the state less 
than a year made up less than 2 per cent of 
the relief outlay. 

Actually, New York authorities believe the 
State spends less on relief than comparable 
states. The reason: closer investigation of ap- 
plicants, so that money is doled out wisely 
and where needed. And who handles this 
counseling? The welfare workers who, in 
other states,-would be too busy checking 
“legal residence.” Continued on Page 32

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America’s stateless families can be helped 


And studies in other states also have shown 
that well over 90 per cent of “non-resident” 
relief applicants are hard-working people in- 
terested in jobs, not handouts. But laws that 
have lasted 300 years die hard. 

Recently Wisconsin passed a one-year resi- 
dence law. During the battle in the legisla- 
ture, the Wisconsin Welfare Council pointed 
out that only 1% per cent of applicants had 
been in Wisconsin less than a year. Nonethe- 
less, advocates of the bill insisted the state 
was playing Santa Claus to “lots of out-of- 
state people .+. coming... because of our 
liberal laws.”~ 

Generally, no one seems more emphatic in 
denouncing these laws than those who must 
wrestle with them day after day. A spokes- 
man for the Los Angeles Bureau of Public 
Assistance, commenting on DiNofa’s case, 
adds: “Remember, we’re bound by the law.” 

“Personally, 1 think residence laws are 
antiquated and out of place in a modern so- 
ciety,” says Oregon's attractive welfare di- 
rector, Geraldine Derby. In Florida, Cali- 
fornia and Arizona—- three states with strict 
and strictly enforced laws — Pparape heard 
the laws described by public-welfare officials 


as “unjust,” “archaic,” “senseless.” 
A Try That Failed 


Most welfare workers blame the state 
legislatures; but in a few states, the welfare 
officials have refused to press for abolition or 
amendment of the laws. In March, 1956, 
Congressman Aime J. Forand of Rhode 
Island introduced a bill which would have 
simplified welfare programs nationally. (The 


states pass out the money and decide who 
shall be eligible. The states pay for general 
assistance , or poor relief.) 


Forand proposed that each state submit a 
single, comprehensive plan for welfare of 
all types. The Secretary of Health, Education 
and Welfare would have power to approve or 
disapprove these plans before authorizing 
funds ——except that no plan could be ap- 
proved which included residence require- 
ments. 

The bill died in committee. Welfare off- 
cials, public and private, split; some were 
adamantly opposed to Federal intervention 
others felt that the “stateless” were the con 
cern of the whole nation, not any single state 
A similar bill, introduced by Forand, in May. ‘ 
1957, probably will meet the same fate. 

Some of those who favor Federal supervi- 
sion claim residence laws are unconstitu- 
tional. They conflict, this argument goes, 
with the provision forbidding a state from

“abridging the privileges and immunities” of 


U.S. citizens. The Federal Government, how- 
ever, does not favor this view. Charles I. 
Schottland, commissioner of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfate, told parapE: 

“One of the fundamental concepts of the 
Social Security Act is that conditions will 
vary widely from state to state ... We feel 
that it would be desirable for some states to 
relax or eliminate their residence require- 
ments ... however, this is quite different 
from requiring their elimination as a condi- 
tion of receiving Federal funds . . .” 

One proposal which has received support 

is for the Federal Government to handle all 
“stateless” persons and those whose legal resi- 
dence anywhere is less than a year. Above 
that minium, it would be up to the states. 
Other remedies also have been suggested: 
¢ A uniform residence law for all programs 
in all states, eliminating the problem of the 
“stateless” and who's responsible for each 
applicant. 
* An interstate agreement dealing with all 
welfare cases and the physically and men- 
tally ill, under which states would agree to 
help each other's residents on the spot. 

But abolition of all residence laws, not 
compromise, is-the main goal of many wel- 
fare workers. In. this fight, the National Trav- 
elers Aid Association has led the way. Its 
local societies know the agonies and despair 
involved better than anyone else. 

Says the group in its statement of princi- 
ples:. “The right of free movement can be 
preserved only through removal of length of 
residence requirements.” Among its support- 
ers has been the American Red Cross, which 
is particularly concerned that servicemen’s 
dependents often are ruled .“non-residents.” 
(Other victims include unwed mothers, stung 
when they leave home to avoid shame. ) 


The list of opponents to residence laws 
also includes, among others, these organ- 
izations: the AFL-CIO, the National Council 
on Alcoholism, the YWCA, the National As- 
sociation for Mental Health. Yet no action, 
these agencies agree — not even a comprom- 
ise step like an interstate agreement —— can 
be taken until you and the rest of America 
campaign to give less lucky Americans a fair 
shake. 

Of course, you haven't seen hungry chil- 
dren, pain-racked oldsters, dangerous psy- 
chotics frustrated and confounded by 300- 
year-old laws — as these agencies and 
PARADE reporters have. The problem is re- 
mote, as it was for the DiNofas until a few 
months ago. You never expect to need relief 
or free medical care. Maybe you never expect 
to move. 


She Never Left Home 


But you can stay home and still become 
entangled with residence laws, as Mrs. Emma 
Paust did. Mrs. Paust was born in New Jersey 
and never has left the state. Recently, she 
needed state psychiatric care — and was re- 
fused. The grounds for refusal went like this: 

Years ago, Mrs. Paust married. Shortly 
afterwards, she and her husband separated 
and he moved to California. They never were 
divorced. Under New Jersey's residence law, 
a woman takes the legal residence of her hus- 
band. Thus Mrs. Paust was a “non-resident” 
of a state she never had left, and a “resident” 
of a state she never had seen! 

In the bewildering world of the residence 
law, such travesties are not uncommon. To 
save a few pennies on paper, thousands of 
lives can be shattered. Today the web catches 
Emma Paust and the DiNofas; tomorrow it 
could be you or someone you know. It can be 
— unless you do something about it. *
